WAR’S MOST DAMNABLE CRIME, 
SAYS LONDON OF EXECUTION 
London, October 22.—The story of 
the execution. of Miss Edith Cavell, 
as told in the correspondence sent 
by the American minister at Brus- 
sels to the American ambassador at 
London and printed in the British 
morning papers, it is predicted will 
send a wave of indignation through- 
out the country. 

In Trafalgar Square yesterday all 
heads were bared to the memory of 
Miss Cavell. One speaker, holding 
a wreath in his hand to be placed on 
the plints of the Nelson column to 
her memory, exclaimed: “Who will 
avenge the murder of this splendid 
English woman?” In response to 
this appeal many new recruits came 
forward. 

The London papers characterize 
the execution as “the most damna- 
ble crime of war.” 


London, October 21.—The full 
port of the circumstances of the con- 
viction and execution of Miss Edith 
Cavell, an English woman and head of 
a training school in Brussels, for help- 
ing English, French and Belgian sol- 
diers to escape from Belgium, made by 
Brand Whitlock, American minister at 
Brussels, to Walter H. Page, American 
ambersador at London, was issued by 
the British government this evening. 
-How the eecretary of the American 
legwation, Hugh 8S. Gibson, sought out 
the German governor, Von der Lancken, 
late at night before the execution, and, 
with the Spanish minister, pleaded with 
the governor and the German officers 
for the Englishwoman’s life, is graph- 
ically related in a memorandum from 
Mr. Gibson. This document makes ref- 
erence to an apparent lack of good 
faith on the part of the German au- 
thorities in failing to keep their prom- 
ises to inform the American minister 
fully of the trial and sentence. 

Minister Whitlock telegraphed to Am- 
bassador Page on the 12th: “Miss 
Cavell sentenced yesterday and exe- 
cuted at 2 o'clock this morning, 
spite our best efforts continued until 
the last moment.” 

Whitiock’s Final Appeal. 

Mr. Whitlock’s final appeal in the 
form of a note sent by a messenger 
late on the night of the lith to Gov- 
ernor von der Lancken, read as fol- 
lows: 

“Mon. Cher Baron: Je suis trop 
malade pour vous presenter ma requete 
mol-meme, mais je fais appel a votre 
generosite de coeur pour l’appuyer et 
sauver de la mort cette malheureuse. 
Avg@z pitie delle! 

“Votre bien devoue, 

“BRAND WHITLOCK.” 

(Translation: My Dear Baron: I am 
too sick to present my request enyself, 
but I appeal to your generosity of 
heart to support it ang save from death 
this unhappy woman. Have pity on 
her. 

“Yours truly, 

“BRAND WHITLOCK.”) 

Mr. Whitlock also stated that Miss 
Cavell had nursed German soldiers. 

Mr. Deleval, counsellor of the Ameri- 
can legation, reported to Minister 
Whitlock: 

“This morning Mr. Gahan, an Eng- 
lish clergyman, told me that he had 
seen Miss Cavell in her cell last night 
at 10 o’clock and that he had given 
her holy communion and had found 
her admirably strong and calm. 

Glad to Die fer Country. 

“I asked Mr. Gahan whether she had 
made any remarks about anything con- 
cerning the legal side of her case, ana 
whether the confession which she made 
before trial and ‘in court was in his 
opinion perfectly free and sincere. Mr. 
Gahan told him she was perfectly wel] 
and knew what she had done: that. 
according to the law, of course, she was 
guilty and admitted her guilt, but that 
she was happy to die for her coun- 
try.” 

Secretary Gibson's report says that

OF 1,200,000 ARMENIANS 
ONLY 200,000 ARE LEFT 


Tiflis, Trans-Caucasia, October 19.— 
(Via Petrograd and London, October 21.) 
The Armenian newspaper Mshak esti- 
mates that of the 1,200,000 Armenian in- 
habitants of Turkey before the war, 
there remain not more than 200,000. 
This residue, The Mshak says, may dis- 
appear before the end of the war on ac- 
count of the Turkish policy of extermi- 
nation. 

The figurés of The Mshak are based 
on the estimate of the Armenian patri- 
arch at Constantinople that 850,000 
Armenians have been killed or enslaved 
by the Turks, in addition to which 
200,000 Armenians are believed to have 


fled to Russia. 


FRENCH DOCTORS GAVE 
FAKE CERTIFICATES

PELLAGRA CURED 
BY CORRECT DIET 


Government Experts, After 
Experiments «in Georgia, 
Announce Complete Suc- 
cess of Dietary Treatment 
of Disease. 


Washington, October 21.—Complete 
success of the dietary treatment, both 
in preventing and permanently curing 
pellagra, is described in reports made 
public tonight from federal public 
service officials who have spent the 
past year experimenting with hundreds 
of patients in Georgia and Mississippi. 

More than a year ago the service an- 
nounced that preliminary tests had 
demonstrated that pellagra was caused 
by improper diet and that elimination 
of this cause would cure the disease. 
Since then three experiment stations 
have been established, two at Jackson, 
Miss., and the other at the Georgia 
State Sanitarium, and many pellagra 
victims now have completed ‘a year’s 
treatment. All soon were rid of the 
disease, and the reports show that in 
only one case at the end of the year 
had there been symptoms of recurrence, 

Improvement Due to Diet. 

The hygienic and sanitary conditions 
in all three stations were kept un- 
changed to prove beyond doubt that 
any improvement in the patients was 
due to diet. 

In announcing the success of the 
treatment, the public health service 
recommends that people in communi- 
ties where pellagra is prevalent in- 
crease the diet of fresh animal and 
leguminous foods, particularly during 
the late winter and spring, when the 
disease is, particularly dangerous and 
likely to spread. Ownership of milch 
cows, increase of milk, poultry and 
egg production for home consumption 
and a reduction in the diet of starchy 
foods is urged. 

An exhaustive examination of data 
relating to the diet of working men’s 
families, particularly among the poor- 
er classes who suffer most from pel- 
lagra, has been made by the service. 
This tends to show that the rise in 
the cost of food bears. directly upon 
the increased prevalence of pellagra, 
as it makes it harder for the poorer 
families to obtain a general diet of 
healthful foods. 

“The lower the economic status of 
the white American family,’ says the 
review, “the greater is the pressure for 
sacrifices in diet, particularly in ani- 
mal protein foods, since they are the 
most expensive. 

Protein Food Needed. 

“The economic status of wage earn- 
ers’ families in the southern states, 
particularly of cotton mill families, is 
lower than that of wage-earners’ fami- 
lies in other sections of the country. 

“Budgetary studies of a large num- 
ber of native white wage-earners’ fami- 
lies, generally comparable as to annual 
family income and size, indicate that 
the proportion of proteins in the diet 
of southern families is considerably 
less and of carbo-hydrates and 
hydro-carbons considerably greater 
than in the diet of northern families. 

“Certain factors have tended to in- 
tensify this cgndition in recent years, 
particularly since the industrial depres- 
sion began in the latter part of 1907. 
While the supply of a better-balanced 
diet in southern industrial localities ap- 
parently has not been improved materi- 
ally, the economic status of wage- 
earners’ families, especially in the cot- 
ton goods and lumber industries, has 
been lowered and retail prices of foods 
have greatly increased, this increase 
being more pronounced, particularly 
since 1907, than in other sections of 
the country. The increase in retail 
food prices has been at least 40 per 
cent higher in proteins than in carbo- 
hydrates or in hydro-carbons. 

“The available data thus point to a 
lessened financial ability of southern 
wage-earners’ families to provide a 
propérly-balanced diet, as well as a de- 
crease tn the availability (measured by 
retail prices) of an animal protein 
ic supply for the wage-working 
population, particular] j 
1907 or) 1908.” . ie 


GERMANS’ PROPERTY 
IN RUSSIA TO PAY 
FOR INVADED LAN, 


Petrograd, October 21.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Great prominence is Siven by 
The Novoe Vremya to a declaration 
evidently intended to be taken as in- 
spired, concerning the attitude of the 
Russian government toward Property 
of Germans in this country. This 
declaration comes as a reply to the 
manifesto issued several weeks ago by 
a group of German professors, which 
said that among other conditions for 
concluding peace, Russia must cede to 
Germany territory occupied by German 
troops. 

The Novoe Vremya says the Russian 
government already has answered this 
threat by adopting the principle that 
losses of Russian subjects in territory 
occupied by German troops will be 
made up at the expense of property of 
German subjects in other parts of Rus- 
sia. Millions of acres of Russian lana 
formerly colonized by German subjects, 
and hundreds of industrial, mercantile 
and financial undertakings of Germans 
in Russia have been or are being 
sequestrated and placed under contro] 
of Russian officials. The total value 
of these properties runs into the hun- 
dreds of millions. 

The Russian policy as outlined by 
The Navoe Vremya apparently will be 
enforceable immediately in respect to 
losses already sustained by Russians 
as a result of German military opera- 
tions.

“American Nation Seems to 
Have Been Prey of Great- 
est Brainstorm in History,”

Major Mozen’s Address.

“The American nation, not in its 

completeness, but in majority, seems 

to have been the prey during last year 
of the greatest brainstorm which his- 
tory has recorded or ever will record. 

Carl Schurz, DeKalb, Baron von Steu- 

ben and other prominent Germans who 

sought to give the birthright to such 

a great nation, and gave them the 

moral means to exist as an independ- 

ent government, are forgotten. 

“Forgotten are the many famous 
men of German art and science; for- 
gotten are Schiller, Goethe, Lessing, 
Heine, Wagner, Liszt, Beethoven, Schu- 
bert and all the hundred others that 
have made life worth while. 
ten are such men as Koch, Ehrlich, 
Virchow, Roentgen, who have taken 
pain from the world or aided in alle- 
viating it. 

“Nothing is left except the ,bitter 
taste in the mouth of the American na- 
tion, which has been left the in- 
dustry of Germany's enemies in scat- 
tering untruthful reports, as they did 
in the beginning of the war, and as 
they are still doing. That all these 
false tirades, these hateful instigations 
have been believed unhesitatingly by 
the American people, is to us Germans 
here in the land which was the blood 
of our blood and the flesh of our flesh. 
This is, and will always be, the hard- 
est blow that fate could bring on us; 
yes, even harder than a defeat of the 
German arms, were such a calamity 
thinkable.”

Important Evidence Against 
New Haven’s Directors In- 
troduced Through the Tes-

New York, October 21.—Although 
Charles S. Mellen, former president of 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railway company, was. character- 
ized by Frank L. Swacker, the federal 
attorney, as “a frankly hostile wit- 
ness,” during the conffnuation of his 
testimony today at thetrial of the 
eleven New Haven directors under the 
Sherman law, the attorney succeeded, 
nevertheless, in introducing, through 
Mr. Mellen, whatis deemed some of the 
most important evidence against the 
defendants contained in the govern- 
ment’s case. 

Mr. Mellen frankly conceded that the 
early competition between the New 
Haven road and the New York and 
New England, which it subsequently 
absorbed, was of the cut-throat variety. 
He testified that it was a state of ri- 
valry between the Boston and. Maine 
and the New Haven that led up to the 
famous Corsair agreement, by which 
the two roads agreed to Keep out of 
each other’s territory. 

Identifies Important Minutes. 

He identified minutes of the board 
of directors’ meeting of the New Haven 
whereby steps were taken to enter into 
agreement with the New York Central 
to keep other roads from entering New 
York city. He told how the New 
Haven had secured control of two of 
the New York and New England's con- 
nections with New York city and cut 
them off. 

With evident relish he related the 
story of having, as manager of the 
New England, brought the New Haven 
to its knees by threatening a rate cut 
and of making such a “nuisance” of 
himself that he was bought off by the 
New Haven with an offer of the vice 
presidency of the road, which he ac- 
cepted. This was in 1892. 

All this came after the witness had 
finished his recital, begun yesterday, 
of the New England situation in 1890, 
at the time of the enactment of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. His testimony 
was frequently interrupted by clashes 
of counsel over the introduction of 
some of the evidence. 

Hard Fight Over Minutes, 

The attorneys for the defense fought 
for nearly half an hour to keep out of 
the records the ancient minutes of the 
New Haven board, which R. V. Linda- 
bury described as “dead, dusty and 
moribund.” They were signed by Wil- 
liam D. Bishop, a former secretary of

Milk naphthaline, Epsom salts and 
quinine have all scored tremendous ad- 
vances in prices within the last few 
days, the advances ranging from 20 
per cent in the case of sweet milk to 
several hundred per cent in the case of 
moth balls. 

The European difficulties are to blame 
for it all, with one notable exception; 
that is sweet milk. Atlanta dairymen 
State that the rise in the price of 
feedstuffs has brought about the rise 
of 2% cents per quart on sweet milk, 
which will take effect this morning. 
Quinine has advanced in two weeks 
from 26 cents an ounce to $2 an ounce. 
Germany furnishes this drug, and the 
raw material cannot be obtained now. 
The moth will be jubilant over the 
shift in the value of naphthaline, which 
has advanced from 5 cents a pound to 
1 Scents a pound, a rise of 300 per 
cent. Epsom salts has increased.

THE STATE’S SCHOOLS. 


“A state school system cannot succeed 
without local aid and consequent local in- 
terest.” 

The above is the keynote of a communi- 
cation from Joseph 8S. Stewart, which ap- 
pears elsewhere in our columns. 

Mr. Stewart, who is at the head of sec- 
ondary educational work of the University 
of Georgia, speaks with the authority’ of full 
information on all matters connected with 
the interests of Georgia schools. In his 
communication he commends The Constitu- 
tion’s work for better school facilities on 
broader and more helpful lines, and stresses 
the need of the co-operation of counties 
with the state in the interest of the educa- 
tion of the children of the masses. 

It all gets back to the benefits resulting 
from self-help—from the local school tax 
feature. 

Attention is directed to the fact that 
under our present law only thirty-nine coun- 
ties levy a local school tax; that these coun- 
ties run their schools from 140 to 180 days 
each year on a levy of from 2 to 5 mills, 
and that a number of them maintain rural 
high schools, have erected comfortable 
school houses, with modern equipment, and 
have provided school transportation, while 
the non-taxpaying counties have schools 
from only 100 to 120 days. 

The thirty-nine counties where there is 
a reasonable school tax—-where there is 
county co-operation—show wonderful re- 
sults, which are matters for both state and 
county pride. 

And what these counties have done for 
education other counties can do—working 
along the same lines. 

There should be no misunderstanding of 
this matter of state and county co-operation 
and local aid. The appeal made by Mr. 
Stewart and often urged by State Superin- 
tendent Brittain does not contemplate the 
placing of the educational burden on the 
counties alone, to the exclusion of liberal 
state appropriation, but is only a call to the 
counties to co-operate more and more with 
the state in advancing the cause of educa- 
tion. The state is expected to be in thorough 
eympathy with the educational needs of the 
counties, and where a county is willing to do 
what it can—to put its shoulder to the 
wheel—the state will not only meet its ob- 
ligations, but go the extreme limit to aid, 
standing squarely by the local effort for edu- 
cational uplift. 

The counties are asked only to help; that 
is all. And that is where this all-important 
matter of education strikes home and 
makes its strongest appeal for self-depend- 
ence in the sense of mutual help, as far as 
possible, of every county in the state, in the 
work of wiping out illiteracy in Georgia. 

“Let the state do it,” is a ruinous slogan, 
unworthy of a place where county pride 
should be the incentive to greater unselfish 
work for the advancement of the people's 
educational interests. 

There is no doubt that the state will do 
its duty, as required, but the measure of re- 
sponsibility does not lie with the state alone. 
It is general—widely distributed, and every 
county should cheerfully assume its just 
proportion. 

The industrial rivalry of Georgia counties 
has worked wonders for their financial bet- 
terment; people are united along industrial 
lines: County pride, as it should, comes to 
the rescue there. “We must not fall be- 
hind,” moves them to utmost effort to reach 
high place on the roll of progressive 


counties. 
But what of pride of place in the matter 


at the root of the matter; they must think 
in terms of education as they have never 
thought before; the appeal is universal; the 
need is that of humanity. Ceorgia has got 
to climb from near the bottom to a position 
near the top of the column of literacy in this 
country. And this can only be accomplished 
by the co-operation of her people—the de- 
termination to keep the campaign against 
illiteracy at white heat until the blot is 
forever erased. 

It is the century of educational develop- 
ment—the age of efficiency in every depart- 
ment of life and labor; there is no time to 
temporize—there is no half-way resting- 
place. In education, as in everything else, it 
is either onward or—stand aside! 

Let the people get together on the line 
of their educational interests, and, getting 
together, let them keep together in the fight 
for better schools, on broader lines; count- 
ing nothing a sacrifice that contributes to 
the general educational welfare. 

And the results which will be apparent 
from united action—from hearty home-help 
—within a year’s time will place the coun- 
ties on a higher educational plane than they 
may have hoped to reach in so short a time. 
‘ whe matter is squarely up to them: They 
have only to take it determinedly in hand 
and deal with it as a business proposition. 
For that is what it amounts to. 


WIND IT UP! 


Council's finance committee meets today 
ty revise the October apportionment sheet. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that whatever 
difference of opinion may exist as between 
mayor and council will be harmonized and 
that the work of the committee today will 
result in a satisfactory adjustment, allowing 
the mayor to call council together at once 
for the purpose of completing the October 
budget. After all, the difference between 
mayor and council is not material. 
Everybody agrees that there is now no 
alternative than that the city must carry 
over some of its obligations until the next 
year. It is impossible to do otherwise, and 
had this not been so the mayor, in vetoing 
the budget as recently enacted, would have 
pointed out the way in which such a course 
could be avoided. 
After all the city has gotten dollar for 
dollar for every appropriation authorized for 
the year, and it is far better that the public 
school system should have been saved from 
absolute demoralization, that the Southeast- 
ern Fair should have been established on a 
sure basis, and that the city should have 
kept up with its emergent demands, than 
that it should not have had the benefit that 
has already been derived from the expendi- 
tures authorized by council and approved by 
the mayor. 

By all means let this matter be disposed 
of at once, for longer uncertainty will ham- 
per every department of municipal activity. 


KINGS AT A DISCOUNT. 


Every little while some fearless person 
over in Europe voices the advanced thought 
of the people as to kings and kingdoms. 
And representative journals find space for 
what he has to say. 

Not only that, but kings themselves are 
coming to feel that they are at a discount 
with the people; but recently the king of 
England practically admitted such was. the 
case. He did not wish to be “in the mummy 
class,” he said, but sometimes he felt that 
way. Kings are out of touch with the 
people. 

Perhaps that is why the kaiser is such a 
“vood mixer,” and is never out of evidence. 
Nowadays, in times of national danger, if 
kings do not take the field the field may 
take the kings. 

The present attitude of the King of 
Greece has made him the object of the 
hostile criticism of the people he governs. 
Venizelos is worshiped, while the king is 
condemned. This feeling of the people is 
plainly set forth in the communication of a 
jreek—E. P. Mesthene—in The New York 
Evening Sun. The communication closes 
as follows: 


What will Venizelos do? He itis the 
only man to whom we unfortunate ones 
look to save the country. If he wants 
to take the reins of the nation into his 
powerful hands he can still save it, and 
we pray God to inspire him to do so; 
and we feel confident that he will do so, 
because he is a Greek of pure blood 
from father and mother, because he 
loves nothing but his country and be- 
cause the grandeur of his heart can only 
be compared with his wonderful genius. 
Let all the Greeks home and abroad 
assist him, and let us hope that through 
him we may soon perceéive a ray of that 
beautiful constellation which is called 
republic!

Several butchers who 
sold both meat and fish took out two licenses. 
Later they asked that the fish license be re- 
turned on the ground that fish was meat, and 
the tax committee decided that fish was meat. 
At a meeting of the aldermanic board 
Thursday afternoon petitions from meat 
dealers for a return of their fish licenses, 
which had been passed by council, were con- 
curred in.

STEWART WRITES ON 
THE GREAT NEED OF 
LOCAL SCHOOL TAX 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial on the 
appeal from a rural county for a contribu- 
tion to build a small schoolhouse its well put. 
The building of public schoolhouses and the 
proper support of public schools is not a 
charity, but a public duty; a rightful charge 
upon the taxable property of the community. 
No county takes up a collection to build a 
courthouse, a bridge or to run the courts. 
The people are taxed by these public utili- 
ties as a matter of course. The county 
should be given a like authority by consti- 
tutional amendment to levy school funds on 
the recommendation of the county school 
board, the state specifying the minimum levy 
which each county must make. 

Under our present law but 89 counties 
levy a local school tax. These counties run 
their schools from 140 to 180 days each year 
on a levy of from 2 to 5 mills. A number of 
these maintain rural high schools, have 
erected comfortable schoolhouses with modern 
equipment and have provided school trans- 
portation. The non-taxpaying counties run 
their schools from 100 to 120 days. In Jack- 
son county, where there is no county school 
tax, but a number of district taxes, Mr. Dug- 
gan shows that the schools run but 23 to 24 
weeks, though the tax rate varies in these 
districts from 3 to 71-2 mills. Mr. Duggan 
found white schools in Jackson county (see 
survey of Jackson county) with 76 pupils 
run on $250 per year. He says: “It would 
seem that practically all the experience is in 
favor of the county-wide plan of school 
support and administration, particularly since 
no Georgia county has ever changed after 
once trying it.” 

State Superintendent Brittain, in his an- 
nual report for 1912, page 21, shows that 
there are 43 states that raise more than 50 
per cent of their school funds by local taxes; 
25 states that raise more than 76 per cent 
by local taxes. For instance, Kansas raises 
by local tax 938-10 per cent; North Caro- 
lina, 88; Florida, 833-10; Illinois, 78 8-10; 
Missouri, 80 1-10. Alabama is the only state in 
the union which raises less money by local 
taxation than Georgia. Alabama raises 24 
per cent of its school fund by local taxation, 
and Georgia ranks 47th, with 296-10 per 
cent. Mr. Brittain adds: “Forty-six states 
give a smaller amount from the state itself 
and only one gives more than Georgia. It is 
further noteworthy that the state referred 
to is the one which ranks lowest in general 
average in the investigation. The conclusion 
would seem to be unavoidable, therefore, that 
Georgia does not so much need greater ap- 
propriation from the state treasury as local 
co-operation and aid. The fact that a greater 
state appropriation is a favorable grandstand 
play with the demagogue does not make the 
truth any the less plain to the thinker. The 
real statesman in Georgia—worth all our 
political time servers—is he who will secure 
prompt and business-like payment of our 
school funds and promote local taxation and 
support.”

Alabama has just passed a constitutional 


amendment which requires the state to set 
aside 3 mills annually for the support of the 
schools and each county to levy a 3-mill tax, 
after which a local district may levy up to 3 
mills additional. . Alabama will not longer 
remain at the bottom in local taxation; that 
distinction will belone to Georgia. 

The county superintendents at their an- 
nual meeting in Clayton this year passed a 
resolution favoring a constitutional amend- 
ment setting aside a definite millage state 
tax; a minimum county tax in each county 
and an optional additional tax for county, 
district or school system. If some such 
amendment could be submitted to the people 
next October giving a definite state tax, in- 
creasing the funds annually with the increase 
of state property and by one vote of all the 
people putting county school support on the 
same basis, Georgians would adopt it and 
our schools would have all the money needed 
to maintain them and house them. Under 
our present plan it may take 40 years to get 
local tax in all the counties. By a constitu- 
tional amendment, it can be done in a vear 
or two. The people will consider the school 
tax just as legitimate as any other county 
tax and will wonder how it ever could have 
been a question for discussion. 

Mr. Editor, our present policy is contrary 
to the experience of every great state and 
nation. A state school system cannot suc- 
ceed without local aid and consequent local 
interest, JOSEPH S. STEWART.

1 
found one escape in which the platform at 
the bottom of the stairs was covered only 
one-half the width of the stairs, in which 
instance a person going down the stairs 
would be just as likely to fall through the 
opening as to land on the platform, and to 
make it still more dangerous, there is the 
end of a water pipe extending up into the 
opening. The city code calls for a platform 
or landing at the top and bottom of each 
flight of stairs not less than 24 inches 
square. 

In another place I saw a 
building with an escape on it 
Boing down and landing upon the baleony 
platform would be obliged to step into a 
window and walk on a narrow platform the 
width of the windows, which are quite wide, 
before he could reach the top of the next 
lower flight of stairs. 

It looked to me as if both of the escapes 
mentioned were traps instead of safety ap- 
pliances, and should be condemned and re- 
placed by modern escapes.

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Brownsville, Texas, October 21.—Re- 
ports to army headquarters here to- 
night indicated that at least a major- 
ity of the bandits who early today at- 
tacked the United States border patrol 
at Ojo del Agua eluded pursuit in the 
dense brush and have recrossed to the 
Mexican side of the boundary. De- 
tachments of Carranza troops were re- 
ported searching the Mexican side of 
the Rio Grande for the outlaws, but up 
to a late hour tonight no arrests had 


been reported. 

According to official reports the band 
which attacked the troops at Ojo del 
Agua, about 60 miles northwest of 
Brownsville, was composed of about 
thirty men. The raiders approached 
the soldiers’ eamp from all sides, and 
before the sentry could warn the other 
fourteen men of the detachment the 
Mexicans opened fire. Sergeant Shafer, 
who was in command of the detail, was 
killed in the first volley. Two other 
troopers were killed and eight wound- 
ed before the Mexicans retreated, leav- 
ing five of their number dead, and it is 
believed taking with them _ several 
wounded, 

Body of a Jap Found. 

The body of a Japanese was found 
near the scene of the fight, but it could 
not be established whether he was one 
of the bandits. All of the wounded 
Americt@ms were expected to recover. 

Another small band of raiders were 
put to flight about 30 miles up the 
river from this city by a civilian posse. 
Shots were exchanged, but none was 
wounded on either side. 

Reports of a raid near Sebastian were 
discredited tonight. According to in- 
formation received, here a party of 
Mexican cowboys were mistaken for 
bandits. 

.-Requests that demands be made on 
the Carranza government for a more 
adequate patrol of the Mexican side of 
the Rio Grande were telegraphed to 
Washington tonight. County Judge 
Yates, in a telegram to therstate de- 
partment, charged that Carranza sol- 
diers are furnishing the bandits with 
arms and ammunition, and urged that 
an embargo be placed on munitions 
crossing the border. Another telegram, 
signed Mayor Browne, of Brownsville, 
and a committee of citizens asserted 
that no bona fide effort was being made 
by (Mexican officials to apprehend the 
outlaws. 

Decisive Action Wanted. 

“In addition to any other steps which 
may be taken,” the telegram read, “‘we 
believe that strong representations 
should be made by the United States 
government to Carranza. Something 
decisive must be done very quickly as 
the patience of our citizens is about at 
an end, and the situation is fraught 
with the gravest of consequences.” 

The telegram was addressed to Sena- 
tor Morris Shepard, of Texas, and Rep- 
resentative John N. Garner, who are 
in Washington. 

It also was reported tonight that 
Governor Ferguson has. been asked to 
remove restrictions which heretofore 
have prevented state rangers and civ- 
ilians approaching the banks of the 
tio Grande in pursuit of the raiders.
